OF ECONOMIC PEARL HARBOR IF

of Inflation must be met by price 
controls and rising production to 
head off an "economic Pearl Har- 
bor."

000,000 greater than four months 
ago, Snyder said In a year end re- 
port to the President and con- 
gress. But the time cannot be fore- 
told now when Industry will come 
abreast of the soaring public de- 
mand for goods, he added. 


Snyder urged strongly that the 


price control act be extended be- 
yond Its scheduled midyear experi- 
ratlon date, saying: 


"It would be foolhardy not to 


recognize that the excess of de- 
mand over supply throughout the 
economic system may continue far 
beyond June 30." 


Unemployment and Inflationary 


pressure may hit their peak simul- 
taneously early this spring, Snyder 
said. However, joblessness will be 
below former estimates. It is now 
around 3,000,000, compared with the 
6,000,000 to 
6,000,000 government 


agencies had expected. 


"The basic need at this particu- 


lar time to meet both situations Is 
more production," the reconversion 
director declared.

STEEL STRIKE 
HIKES IDLERS 
TO 1,650,000 


PITTSBURGH, 
Jan.

The vast steel industry—backbone 
of the nation's economy with ap- 
proximately 750,000 workers—was 
virtually shut down today by 
a 


strike of CIO United Steelworki-is 
demanding a pay raise. 
This 


brought to somn 1,650,000 the total 
idled bv strikes over the nation. 
Only a few scattered steel plants 
across the nation remained oper- 
ating. These generally were plants 
which had contracts with other 
unions or which had granted wngo 
inci eases of some 18 1-2 or

cents an hour to the CIO union.
